Death Believed to Have Been Due to 


Pneumonia. Following an Attack of 


Bronchitis Contracted Shortly After 


the King Returned to London From 


Biarritz— Prince of W a ljs Succeeds 


to the Crown. 


London, May 7.— King Edward V II., 


who returned to England from a vara 
Hon ten days ago In Hie best of health. 


died 
in the presence of his fam ily 
after an Illness of less than a week, 
which was serious hardly more than 
three days. 


The Prince of W ales succeeded to 
the crown immedately, according to 
tho laws of the kingdom, without ofli 
elal ceremony. 
His first oftieial act 


was to dispatch to the lord mayor the 
announcement of his father’s death, 
In pursuance of custom. 
The physicians soon afterwards is­ 
sued their official bulletin, which fol­ 
lows: 
"His majesty, the king, breathed his 
last in the presence of her majesty, 
Queen 
Alexandra, 
the 
Prince 
and 
Princess of Wales, Princess Royal, tho 
Duchess of Fife, P iim ess Victoria and 
Princess Louise, the Duchess of Ar 
gyle.” 
The Prince of Wales is king, assum­ 
ing the title of George V., and will 
take the oath bef ire the privy council 
Homing so suddenly, the death of 
the king cannot but bring the great 
eat sorrow to the nation, 4n whe e 
hearts 
Edward, 
first 
as 
Prince 
of 
W ales 
and 
afterw ard 
as sovereign, 
held first place. 


History of Stirring Times. 


His short reign has been a history 
of stirring times. 
It opened with the 
conclusion of peace after a long and 
trying campaign in South Africa aud 
concluded at the critical moment of 
one of the momentous political strug 
gles of modern times, between the 
peers and commons. 
In a day the political outlook of 
Great B ritain has been revolutionized 
Gathered around the bedside of the 
dying king were the queen and th*' 
princesses. 
No hope had been held 
out throughout the day for the recov­ 
ery of his majesty, whose death, it is 
believed, was due to pneumonia, fol­ 
lowing bronchitis contracted shortly 
after he returned from Biarritz. 
Only a day or two ago the king was 
conducting the business of state and 
giving audiences, but on Wednesday 
he was compelled to submit to the 
orders of his physicians. 
Since then 
until the end his decline was rapid. 
Throughout 
the empire the word 
was flashed and flags are floating at 
half mast the world over. 
Besides the 
social gloom which the king's death 
cast over England several important 
and long planned official events must 
be abandoned. 
The Prince and Prin­ 
cess of W ales were to go to South 
Africa with 
the 
squadron and 
the 
prince was to open the first parlia­ 
ment of the new confederation, bnf 
Jjls accession to the throne w ill pre­ 
vent this. 
The death of his majesty must also 
mean the abandonment of the prin­ 
cipal functions of form er President 
Roosevelt’s tour. 
The official recep­ 
tions and the embassy entertainm ents 
w ill he cancelled and the presentation 
of tile freedom of (lie city and the 
luncheon at Guild hall probably will 
he given up. 


CANADA MOURNS FOR 
KING 


Late 
Monarch 
Was 
Revered 
in the 
Dominion. 


Ottawa. Ont., May 7.— The capital of 
the prem ier daughter nation of the 
motherland was plunged into sudden 
mourning by the news flashed on the 
bulletin 
boards of 
the newspapers 
cried on the streets in black bordered 
extras and announced by tolling bell* 
that the em pire’s sovereign, Edward 
the peacemaker, was dead. 
Coming w ith startling 
suddenness 
the first effect has been one of almost 
unrealizable loss. 
King Edward was 
revered in the Canadian capital as in 
every section of the Dominion, not 
only because he represented the head 
and front of a united and worldwide 
empire with all 
its 
traditions 
aril 
power, but also because of universal 
confidence in his judgment and states­ 
manship as a constitutional monarch 
and because of his personality as the 
most democratic of sovereigns.

He speaks no other language, for he 
forgot all the others as soon as he 
was out of school.

On the other hand, it may be said 
for him that he takes a keener inter 
est in the colonial affairs of the Brit 
ish em pire than any of his predeces 
sors have done. 
The new king is one of the most 
popular public speakers England ever 
had. 
A t the tim e of the death of his 
elder brother, the Duke of Clarence, j 
Prince George was an officer in the 
English navy. 
The new king's do­ 
mestic life is ideal. 
In fact, he Is too 
much of a 
fam ily man to suit the 
courtiers who surrounded the throne 
of King Edward.

The disaster was not preceded by 
any activity of the volcano, Boaz, or 
of other volcanic vents.
